The bill was defeated because 
the seine fishermen made a vigorous 
light against It. Tho argument that 
had weight with the Legislature was 
that the hill aimed to destroy the Inter¬ 
ests of the men who fish for a liveli¬ 
hood and wns In the Interests of the 
Bportsmeu who caught only a few fish. 
This strange argument actually car¬ 
ried the day. Several of the seiners 
employ from fifteen to twenty men each 
to drag the rivers. It Is only a matter 
Of time when the supply will he ex¬ 
hausted, jUBt ns the game supply was 
ruined by the lack of adequate game 
laws. Sportsmen believe that the sup¬ 
ply of fish will be exhausted within 
flve years at tho present rate, and It Is 
feared that the rivers will have to 1 
restocked when the next Leglslatu: 
meets. Although the Legislature re¬ 
fused to forbid seining It increased the 
appropriation for the game and fish 
warden from $3,000 to $15,000 aud gave 
him additional powers to enforce the 
’ law. The wardeu has complained lu 
the past tl»at he was unable to employ 
sufficient help to enforce the law. The 
additional appropriation should he nde- 
qunte and It is hoped that he will pre¬ 
sent the reekless slaughter out of sea- 
aon which has been notoriously com¬ 
mon In Iowa. 

The South African war has nguln 
given the horse a dignified place among 


the world’s things of rslne, bnt It Is ' 
doubtful whether he Is to be congrats t 
lated upon hls rehabilitation. Thouyhi 
lie Is no longer a drug on the market, I 
he lias no brighter future before him 
than at any other time since the trolley 
car and the automobile began to crowd 
him off the earth. Bor the crowding- 
off process continues at a rate that 
might well alarm the whole equino 
race. Competent authorities estimate ; 
that the Boer war Is killing at least 5,- j 
000 horses per month, which will no ! 
court for 35,000 or 40,000 animals since 
the beginning of the war, not counting 
those useil for table purposes in Lady¬ 
smith, Xlmberley, and Mnfeklng. Tliers 
Is every probability that the wastage of ' 
horses will be still greater when the 
British penetrate farther lntb the Boer 
country. The Boers take special pains 
to kill the enemy’s horses, because the 
death of a horse Is almost as great a ' 
military loss as the death of a man. 
The climate also causes the wholesale: 
sickness aud death of the uuncclimatedl 
animals. To supply this enormous, 
wastage the British nre scouring the 
horse markets of the world. The war 
office Is said to have arranged to con¬ 
vey 20,000 horses In twenty-three ves¬ 
sels from New Orleans, Buenos Ayres, 
and Australian ports, while at the 
same time a New York dispatch states, 
that a contract has been nearly com¬ 
pleted In that city for 30,000 more. . If j 
the war continues long enough at this j 
rate the American horse breeders will 
be in clover. 

Sterling llellig lias been Interviewing | 
Jules Verne at his home In Amiens, I 
wbf-re he is a Town Councilor, a lead¬ 
ing citizen, and nil Indefatigable writer 
of wild scientific romances. The way 
some of Verne’s fantastic Ideas have 
been realized is frequently a subject of 
remark. His cigar-shaped submarine 
boat, the Nautilus, described thirty 
years ago In “Twenty Thousand 
Leagues L’nder the Si a” Is now a con¬ 
crete fact in the Holland boat and in a 
similar vessel which is being quietly 
udded to the French navy. The flying 
machine lu ‘Hector Servadoc” Is ut 
the present moment n reality in the 
Santos-Dumont dirigible balloi/u, 
which, according to Mr. llclllg, “may be 
seen maneuvering over Paris." The 
automobile was also foretold In “The 
Steam House” and “The Screw Island.” 
In view of the venerable Frenchman’s 
•qualifications as a prophet, It Is encour¬ 
aging to see that lie thinks the automo¬ 
bile Is “the most precious of modern In¬ 
ventions, because Its destluy will be to 
combat the great danger of the future 
—the tendency of populations to desert 
tho country for the town.” lie thinks 
the Intelligent nml the rich will seek 
tho country more and more, while the 
poor and Ignorant, lu their misguided 
desire for the excitements of city life, 
will crowd more and more Into the 
towns. “The rich will feel more secure 
lu the country, for one thing—more se¬ 
cure to pursue their extravagant self- 
iudulgence, free from tho reproachful 
gaze of the poor.” Evidently the nu- 
thor of “Around the World In Eighty 
Days” is a student of other matters be¬ 
sides the latest scientific theories and 
inventions. It Is now In order for him 
to forecast some sort of automobile that 
will also take the denizens of the slums 
and sweatshops to the green Helds and 
enable or iuduce them to make a living 
there._ 

The romances of royalty are ns tragic 
as those with which Anthony Hope has 
filled the Imaginary realm of Kurita- 
nla. Princess Stephanie, a daughter 
of the King of the Belgians, In the 
bloom of early youth became the wife 
of Archduke Rudolf, the Crown Prince j 
of Austria-IIungury. She seemed des- i 
titled to be ail empress, but her life in 1 
Vicuna has been overshadowed with j 
unhappiness. The tragic death of the j 
Crown Prince left her a widow with a 
young daughter to he educated In the ! 
stateliest hut most gloomy court In Eu-1 
rope. The Princess at 35 has entered , 
upon her second romance. Iler mur-! 
riage to Count Eleiuer Lonyay Involved 
the sacrifice of her royal rosik aud com-! 
plete separation from her daughter,! 
who lias reached the age of 1C. Tho 
King of the Belgians and the Emperoe 
of Austria each attempted to dissuade 
the Princess from this second marriage, 
but she had fallen In love with the. 
Hungarian Count, nnd chose to take 
her leave of a court where she has 
never been happy, and to leave behind 
her daughter, to whom she Is devotedly 
attached. At the marriage, which took ! 
place In March, neither her royal father 
nor her Imperial father-lu-law wns 
present. Etiquette forbade them to as¬ 
sist at the ceremony. But the Coun¬ 
tess lias not forfeited their love or their 
esteem. The Count Is of noble, but not 
of royal, birth. He has estates In Hun¬ 
gary, and Is a diplomatist who has been 
connected with tlio Austrian embassies 
at several European courts. Royal eti¬ 
quette is rigid nnd without seutlment 
The Crown Prlueess, who had expect¬ 
ed to be an Empress, divested herself 
of royal rank und privilege when she 
became a Countess. She can never 
again meet on terms of equality her 
own daughter, who Is a great figure at 
the Austrlnp court, and Is to marry a 
King's son. Vet sho has exchanged a 
life which had become a perpetual 
tragedy for oue that promises happi- 
:obs, and every oue who knows her 
.vlslies her happiness lu the fullest 
measure.

Words of Wisdom, and Thoughts 
Worth Pondering Upon Spiritual 
and Moral Subjccts-Oatbared from 
the Religions and Secular Press. 

Certainly no oue could have foretold, 
when our Lord wns on earth. Just what 
he would do under any conceivable set 
of circumstances. Ills acts were orig¬ 
inal and surprising, and constantly puz¬ 
zled both Ills friends nnd his foes. He 
bullied natural expectations as to wliat 
he would do. But he himself knew 
wliat he would do. It was liecause he 
was more than a man, nnd on more 
than a human errand among men. The 
human cannot foretell what the divine 
is going to do the next hour. Tills' 
raises the question whether any one of 
the sous of men to-day is perfectly sure 
what Jesus would do were he here to¬ 
day and In our circumstances. 

But there were large tracts of con¬ 
duct into which he positively refused to 
enter, anil singularly enough these nre 
the very ones into which some are 
ready to rush to-day, forgetting the 
familiar proverb about what angels 
fear to try. There are questions In the 
social life, in the burning problems of 
capital nnd labor, of wealth and pov¬ 
erty, of men’s rights and women’s 
rights. On all such matters he was si¬ 
lent, except ns he laid down permanent 
principles that we may apply to-every¬ 
thing. Did he, in fact, say anything 
about human rights? Was not hls em¬ 
phasis always upon duties? One comes 
and asks him to settle a dispute about 
a will; but just where we should have 
been glad to have him say an illumina¬ 
ting word he refused to say anything, 
“Man, who made me a judge or a ruler 
over you?” But, turning to the people, 
he rend them a lesson agnlnst covetous¬ 
ness, which was at the root of the ques¬ 
tion about the inheritance. He gave a 
principle, aud left the application to 
be worked out by those who heard him. 
The modern demagogue, who parades 
under tho name of the Christian relig¬ 
ion of an extra superbrand, tries to ar¬ 
ray the rich and the poor Into two an¬ 
tagonistic classes; but Jesus never fed 
the class spirit. He never championed 
the poor simply ns being poor, although 
he was a poor man himself. He spoke 
with solemn severity to the rich about 
the peril they stood lu, hut lie sat at 
meat with them; he took Matthew from 
the seat of custom, and Zaccheus from 
his exhortations, both of them repre¬ 
senting the capitalist class. 

The familiar question, What would 
Jesus do? Is more difficult to answer 
because lie came Into the world with a 
most definite work to perforin, in which 
we eau Imitate him only in spirit. His 
"Lo! I come to do thy will, O God,” 
should lie our motto; but uo two souls 
are appointed to the same tasks, lie 
was not only tho perfect man, but the 
Redeemer of the world, and as such 
had a work to do In which wS’caunot 
copy him. We must bear our own, but 
nob-Ills cross. 

Christ gives us not a program, but a 
law of the Spirit of Life. Jesus laid 
down principles, but left few rules. He 
bade us follow him, learn of him, bear 
the cross after him, and be In the 
world us he was In the world; but all 
this was in the region of motives, prin¬ 
ciples, uml the tone and spirit of the 
life. The man says to him, “Make my 
brother divide!” He wanted a pro¬ 
gram. Jesus said, "Beware of covet¬ 
ousness!” There wns a principle. 
Whether we are bank presidents, or 
mill-owners, or hands In the factory, 
or sewing-girls; whether we are sick or 
Well, lionil or free, we may have the 
mind of Christ. I shall know wliat 1 
ought to do, whether or no I can say 
exactly nml to the world wliat he would 
do. "He that followeth me,” he said, 
“shall not walk In darkness, but shall 
have tho light of life.”—Dr. Packard, In 
the Independent. 

Episcopal Church Army. 
Though but little lias been heard 
about It In tills country, England has n 
church army somewhat on the Salva¬ 
tion Army plan, but under the direc¬ 
tion and control of the Cliureh of En¬ 
gland. The leader of tills new move¬ 
ment Is the Rev. Wilson Carlile, whose 
church Is situated lu Love lane, adja¬ 
cent to Billingsgate lane nml Petticoat 
lane, lu the center of probably the worst 
slum district of Westminster. Eight 
years ago the Rev. Mr. Carlile, tlieu a 
poor curate, began to work on Salva¬ 
tion Army lines, but lu connection with 
the Church of England. Now the or¬ 
ganization of which he Is cominauder- 
in-chief has elghty-flve employes at its 
headquarters, whose iiununl salary is 
nothing but the pleasure and moral 
anil spiritual profit of their work. The 
annual receipts are about $700,000 a 
year. In all, the working staff com¬ 
prises about 1,000 people, anil their 
work Is carried ou lu 102 “working 
homes” throughout England. Last 
year over 1,400 poor people passed 
through these homes, with u successful 
reformation of about 58 per cent. The 
army has sixty-eight vans In which 
evangelists tour the country, giving 
■uagie-lauteru lectures free oil religious 
•objects aud at the same time giving 
practice and training In revivalistie 
work to au army of 1,400 men, who. In 
turn, take lip the work after passing 
through this practice school. In hls 
Church services the Rev. Mr. Carlile Is 
equally successful, hls plan being liter¬ 
ally to go out Into the byways of I-ou- 
don slums ami draw crowds to hls ser¬ 
vices, at every oue of which there is 
not a sent vacant 

Genteel Tramps In Chnrch. 

A rleh congregation does not need to 
fo to the poorer part of a city to do 


mischief, for It can create, If It so 
please, a nursery of genteel tramps 
within Its own borders. When a min* 

! lster nnd his people have the reputa¬ 
tion of a soft heart, and by that Is often 
meant a soft bead, the news spreads 
far and wide, nml there Is an Imme¬ 
diate ncceslon to the number of wor* j 
shipers. Tradespeople of the lower 
class who wish to push tlielr business 
anil do not feel sufficiently confident 
about the goods they sell; young men , 
who have lost their situations becauso 
they wouldn’t do their work; families ' 
of women who would consider It be¬ 
neath them to do anything for their 
own living and rtre adepts In what may 
be called genteel raiding; Incapable i 
men of business whom no bank would 
trust with fifty dollars, but who hope 
to get a thousand by quoting the Ser* 
mon ou the Mount—all these gather 
and sit down within the sheltering 
walls of tills Christian asylum.—“Ian 
Maclaren” in Ladles’ Home Journal.

It Contains a Tiny Music Box and Has 
a Pathetic History. 

The most charming little ring and 
Interesting little curio lu the world is 
the property of Mr. Temple of London. 
This gentleman is a nephew of the cele¬ 
brated Sir Richard Temple, and the 
ring In question Is a highly prized old 
family heirloom. Its history is pa¬ 
thetic aud romantic lu the extreme. 

Inside of this tiny circle of gold are 
the works of a perfect little music box. 
You touch a spring and hold the ring 
quite close to your ear. Then you 
hear the sweetest, weirdest, tiniest lit¬ 
tle tune, which seems like a voice from 
spirit laud. 

This ring was once In the possession 
of oue of Mr. Temple’s ancestors, who 
lived In France.

We were afterward 
told by the priest that lie should al¬ 
ways, lu memory of General Lawton, 
Include the patriotic air In hls sacred 
•music at the church.”

A re-horning Cage. 

A convenient and easily constructed 
dehoruiug cage is shown in the accom¬ 
panying cut reproduced from the Na¬ 
tional Stockman anil Farmer. The di¬ 
mensions of the cage are as follows; 
Six feet long, 0 feet high, 3!/> feet wide 
nt top In front and 4Yi feet wide at top 
at back end. Bottom or foot hoard 1 
foot wide, with seven cleats 1% inches 
thick, 1 foot long, nailed across It to 
keep cattle from slipping. Foot hoard 
two inches thick, and rests on three 
2x4 inch cross pieces 4 feet long. To 
these are bolted upright pieces 7 feet 
long, 2x4 inches, for nailers for sides 
of cage. Across the top of cage are used 
two strips 1x4 inches for each Bet of 
upright, bolted oue ou each side of up¬ 
right. The inside of tills frame Is 
boarded up with Inch plank of con¬ 
venient widths. The lower 2’/j feet 
should close enough to prevent animals 
putting their feet through the cracks. 

Ou left side, 8% feet from bottom, 
should bo used a board oue foot wide, 
and one foot longer than the cage. In 
tills bore two oue-luch holes four 
Inches from sides of board. Through 
these put a piece of rope and tie on out¬ 
side. This loop is put over the animal’s 
nose and drawn tight by the use of a 
hand spike. Au upright lever is used 
to catch the hack of the head and draw 



deiiornino cage. 

It tb the left side of cage. This upright 
should be a strong 2x4 Inch, U feet 
long, bolted to bottom cross piece near 
the right side, the upper cud slipping 
hack und forth between the cross 
pieces that hold the tops of the two 
front uprights In place. This lever Is 
thrown to the right when open for the 
animal to enter. As soon as the head 
passes it Is pushed to the left side aud 
fastened as tight as required by a small 
iron pin slipped through the cross 
pieces at top hack of It. 

1 As soou ns the head Is fastened a 
hand spike is slipped through the cage 
hack of the animal, nnd another over 
the neck to hold the head down. These 
remain In place usually without holding, 
the operator standing In front while 
taking off the horns. The smallest anl- 
1 rnai having horns up to a hull weighing 
; 1,830 pounds lias beeu dehorned lu this 
sized cage. Animals weighing up to 
' 1,200 pounds pass right through the 
cage when the holding lever Is thrown 
back against the right side. Cows heavy 
In calf nnd larger animals back out of 
the cage. 

Ruisinu Broom Corn. 

Broom corn Is easy to raise and care 
for If a man will exercise good Juilg- 
’ uieut. Plant In rows four feet apart; 
' plant about eight pounds of seed per 
acre. If the seed Is clean a common 
! corn planter can he so arranged as to 
! plant the proper quantity. The corn 
should be thinned out until the stalks 
stand about two or three inches apart 
lu the row, or, If very good laud, would 
not hurt to let it stund a little thicker. 

| Cultivate as common corn. When the 
| brush Is at Its best, or, rather, when 
the seed begins to turn from Its light 
color, aud before the brush begins to 
turn red, It should be cut In haste. 
Walk between two rows, reaching as 
high as possible; break the stalks down, 
breaking both rows ns you go, aud 
break both toward you. When you 
uave gone around this way (four rows), 
take your knife anil start hack the wny 
you came, cutting the brush off, leaving 
i stem of about six Inches. When you 
have a handful of brush, break a few 
stalks down just behind you, so the 
stalks will be between you and the two 
rows you first broke; lay your handful 
of brush on this, as It protects it from 
the ground; put what Is convenient on 
this, and make wore to suit. On the 
two other rows you can use these piles 
also. When the day’s cutting Is done, 
If there he any likelihood of ralu, gath¬ 
er up your brush and make a good bot¬ 
tom with stalks; lay your brush ou this 
In two piles, with heads together; cover 
over good with stalks, and your brush 
Is safe. But If the weather Is favor¬ 
able, let It lie for oae day and night, 
and then gather up. After a few days 
your brush will be cured and have a 
fine green color. Haul In when con 
venlent, and stack In as large plies as 
you like, and. If dry, It will keep safe 
and sound.—Lee McConnell, In Farm¬ 
er’s Advocate. 

Paying for Land with One Crop. 

It Is sometimes boasted by Western 
farmers on rich prairie land that with 
favorable seasons they have been able 
to clear as much money from their first 
good grain crop as the land originally 
cost them. That is, however, usually 
because the land was bought at so lo 
a rate that to make one crop pay : 
the original cost might not, after a... 
leave much. If any, profit to ths vkrmer. 
fhe breaking up ot prairie sod so as to 


! lit it for producing a crop costs more 
than the land did at first in many cases. 
But to make old established aud valu¬ 
able farms pay tlielr cost In crops of a 
sir ~Ie year is a different matter. It is 
most often done in growing fruit. A 
New Jersey farmer bought a cultivated 
farm well stocked with fruit of all 
kinds for $2,200. Last year lie sold 
from it $2,450, or $250 more than tho 
whole farm cost him. Besides fruit he 
grew anil sold vegetables, milk nml the 
other products of ordinary farmers. All 
of these added to his income and in¬ 
creased his profits. lie had doubtless 
a favorable year for fruits, hut, ns the 
New York Farmer says, the question 
what profit a farmer shall make de¬ 
pends more on tlie man than on his 
crops or location. It is not uncommon 
for market gardeners to grow crops 
that exceed In value the land which 
produced them, and it Is sometimes 
done by farmers who grow potatoes aud 
cabbages.—American Cultivator. 

Wheat Ilran. 

Tlie farmer who grows wheat can 
make a good profit in selling his wheat, 
aud buying wheat brail to feed out. 
The pound of wheat will nearly pay for 
two pounds of bran, and tlie bran. If 
sweet and in good condition, is worth 
more per pound to feed to cows in 
milk, those soou to calve, to growing 
young stock,'sows in pig or for sheep 
before lambing, and while lambs are 
with them, than the whole wheat 
would he. If it is not fattening or 
heating enough at other times the 
wheat can he sold nml corn bought, 
anil still leave a balance lu tlie pocket. 
It is much like selling the butter fat 
from the milk, and feeding calves or 
pigs on skim millk, which Is better for 
them, aud has not so high a selling 
value. If more fat Is wanted a little 
linseed meal or flaxseed tea will give it 
at less cost than butter fat. Almost 
anything that has a [dace on the table 
will sell for more than it is worth to 
feed to animals, as they care less for 
looks and delicacy of flavor mi l ni ce 
for the nutritive qualities than does 
mankind.—American Cultivator. 

The Size of Feeil. 

The size of seed bears directly upon 
the crop produced. It also tends to in¬ 
fluence the strain for good or evil de¬ 
pendent upon tlie size of seed selected. 
It Is claimed that almost without ex¬ 
ception the largest anil heaviest seed 
tend to produce the largest and most 
vigorous plants. The lighter seed may 
germinate, but tlio seedling is so weak 
as to succumb to auy sudden change in 
weather conditions. Experiments are 
reported as showing tlie manifest su¬ 
periority of large, heavy seed over the 
smaller light ones in the case of rad¬ 
ishes, amber cane, Kaffir corn, barley, 
oats, sweet peas, winter vetch nml rye. 
A scries of experiments with rye grass 
seed in Germany showed that the num¬ 
ber of seed capable of producing plautn 
Increased with tlie Increased weight 
of the Individual seed. 

Fumigating Poultry Houses. 

Remove all nests, roosts nnd every¬ 
thing that is portable, put a pound of 
sulphur in an irou pan, with some burn¬ 
ing coals, place the pan lu the middle 
of tlie house aud close up tlie doors, 
windows nml all other openings, letting 
them remain closed for two or three 
hours. Afterward paint the roosts and 
nest boxes thoroughly with coal tar, 
nml whitewash the house both inside 
and out with lime. A spraying pump 
Is very useful to get the lime wash into 
tlie crevices In the roosts and walls. It 
is beneficial to ailil some carbolic acid 
to the lime wash. Once a house is 
thoroughly freed from vermin it is 
easy to keep It so liy attending to it 
regularly nnd whitewashing It fre¬ 
quently.—O. G., In Epltomlst. . ^ 

Working Roads. 

In sections where the highway Is 
worked or filled In, either by the use 
of the grader or old dump scraper, L.- 
plowing should be done just as soon as 
the frost Is out of the ground, turning 
the furrow toward tlie beaten path. 
This early plowing allows the sod to 
partly decay, and if plowed again a few 
days before placing In the roail it will 
he In fine, mellow condition to handle 
In tlie easiest possible manner. l>o not 
on any account work the roail by put¬ 
ting in more earth until settled weather 
arrives. In most sections this is after 
the middle of May. The use of a heavy 
field roller upon the newly filled in 
earth Is of a great advantage. Passing 
over two or three times Is none too 
often. 

Butter Flavor. 

The flavor of butter, It is very evi¬ 
dent, depends principally upon the 
proper ripening of the cream and upon 
the absence of bacteria, says 1 1st* 
Stockbreeder’s Magazine. Thus the 
washing of butter In a granular condi¬ 
tion with pure water is a matter of far- 
reaching importance, for if this' Is ueg- 
iected the butter will contain milk, su- 
gar and bacteria. Chemical action 
brought about by the latter will brstea 
decomposition of the butter. The on 
emies that have to be dealt with lu the 
dairy are Invisible and therefore all 
the more difficult to wage war against. 
It is only unremitting care and con¬ 
stant and almost scientific cleanliness 
that will prevent their development.

NEW LAW HAS SET MINTS WORK. 
p inq overtime. 

Uncle Sam Making Twenty Millions' 
Worth of Small Coln-To Increase Cir¬ 
culation-How the Metal Is Trans¬ 
formed Into Bright Pieces of Money. 


new gold standard law has sot 
rncle Sam’s mints working overtime 
on silver. About 1,333,333 pounds of 
the white metal will be coined as rap¬ 
idly as possible, and what makes the 
task all the more colossal is the fact 
that these GOO tons of silver must be 
converted Into subsidiary or small 
coins. 

The new law orders the Secretary of 
the Treasury to bring the supply of 
subldiary coins in circulation up to 
$100,000,000. At present $80,000,000 is 
the mark, making it necessary to coin 
$ 20 , 000,000 worth of halves, quarters 
and dimes. 

Mr. George E. Roberts, the director 
of the mint, is probably the best 
equipped man in the country for the 
I purpose. He has three big money 
manufacturing plants already in opera¬ 
tion—at Philadelphia, at San Francisco, 
and at New Orleans. The Philadelphia 
and San Francisco mints will be able 
to attend to the matter without the as¬ 
sistance of New Orleans. The South- 
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ern miut is working at Its full capacity 
now on silver dollars alone. 

From" the ingot to the coin is a rapid 
Journey at one of the mints. It begins 
in tlie “weighing room.” where stands 
the pair of balances that receives all 
the metal brought in. The scales in 
the Philadelphia mint are said to be 
the largest and finest In the world. 
They have a capacity of 885 pounds, 
but exhibit Instantly the variation of 
one-hundredth of an ounce. The sys¬ 
tem of weighing and recording begun 
here is carried out with every .transfer 
of the metal until It Is delivered ns 
••oln to the cashier. 

After leaving the weighing-room the 
ilver, or gold, as the case may be, is 
<ent to the melting room, where It is 
dumped into the huge plumbago cruci¬ 
bles. After melting, the coin material 
is cast Into bars, and when cold a frag¬ 
ment is cut from each, which is sent 
to the assay office. The nssayer ascer¬ 
tains the proportion of pure metal In 
the bar and nmount of alloy needed 
to bring it to the required staudnrd. 
The bars are again melted, the alloy 
doled in, and the metal then cools in 
bars about a foot in length, half an 
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CUTTING OUT TTIK COINS. 

Inch in thickness and regulated in 
•width according to the size of the coin 
to be manufactured. 

In the melting room for gold and in 
ninny other departments of the mints 
the doors are overlaid with hexagon 
latticed iron plates, through which fall 
the small particles of gold that adhere 
to the shoes of the operators. The 
sweepings of the floors are even saved 
and treated for the gold and silver 
dust Director Roberts Is authority 
for the statement that more than $20,- 
000 is thus saved annually. 

The rolling room next receives the 
metal, which is passed between power¬ 
ful circulgT crushers at the rate of 200 
bars an hour. The bars come out as 
ribbons the proper thickness for strips 
ifrom which to cut the “planchets.” 
These last named are coins In the plain 
'before they receive the stamp or are 
milled. Before the planchets are cut, 
however, the ribbons pass through sev¬ 
eral presses to bring them to the proper 
hardness and to cause them to pass 
muster in the way of width and thick¬ 
ness to the breadth of a hair. 

After the planchets are cut the metal 
begins to look like coin. The round 
ieces drop from this marvelous ma¬ 
chine, though when pressed a speed 
t 280 can be attained. Xbe perfor¬ 


ated strips go back to the crucible, 
while the planchets go to ihe coining- 
room. Here they are carefully sorted 
by girls who are wonderfully expert in 
detecting those that are under or over¬ 
weight The perfect pinnchets then go 
to the adjusting-room, where they are 
further scrutinized. Then they visit 
the milling machine. The planchet 
leaves this operation with Its edges 
turned up to protect the device which 
is stamped on Intel* Many persons 
call the fluting or “reeding” on the 
coins the "milled edge.” This Is an 
error. 

Before the final stroke is given the> 
coin that will make It an obligation of 
the United States Government it goes 
to the cleaning-room, for, after It lias 
passed through so many processes it 
is black, greasy and anything but sil¬ 
very or golden. They are heated to a 
dull red and dipped into boiling add. 
which very quickly removes every 
trace of grime or grease. The planchets 
are dried after their acid bath in re¬ 
volving cylinders filled with sawdust. 
They come out bright and shining and 
are finally hustled into the coining- 
room, whence they become full-fledged 
pieces of money. 
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GRAPHITE IN WISCONSIN. 

Said to Be bat Three Mines in the 
United States. 

Graphite promises to be a source of 
wealth to Wisconsin. The mineral has 
carried the name of the State ncross to 
the German empire, where It is said 
that the mine developed in Portage 
County produces a grade of graphite 
carbon which is equal to the Hungar¬ 
ian grnplilte in the German market. 

The best mine in the United States 
now in operation Is said to produce a 
grade 14 per cent, carbon. Several an¬ 
alyses of the Portage County produc¬ 
tion have shown the carbon percentage 
to be as high as 72. 

Two young men have demonstrated 
the possibilities of graphite mining In 
the State. The mine was discovered in 
1803. by F. E. Taggart, of Stevens 
Point. Taggart had been prospecting 
for iron In a wide section of Wisconsin. 
He heard of a woman who polished the 
kitchen stove with a substauce which 
she found in the cellar. He made n 
quiet Investigation, which led to the 
discovery of groat Importance. The 
land about the house where the original 
find was made was found to teem with 
a grade of carbon high in purity. From 
that time It has been a struggle to de- 
\olop the mine and get the product on 
the market. 

Eater A. A. McIntyre, also of Stevens 
Point, became associated with Taggart. 
The two built a cabin nnd a modest 
plant over the mine and worked day 
and night, digging, experimenting nml 
testing the mineral. Finally n stock 
company was formed under the corpo¬ 
rate title of the Portage County Graph¬ 
ite and Mineral Paint Manufacturing 
Company. 

While the uses of graphite are many, 
mineral paint seems to furnish the 
greatest present demand. The mineral 
is separated and ground to a powder 
finer than flour, being floated in the air 
rather than bolted. There Is nothing 
more to do In order to convert it into 
paint but to mix it with linseed oil. 

The largest graphite mine in the Uni¬ 
ted States Is said to be a Tlconderoga, 
N. V., where the product is 14 per cent, 
carbon. Besides the Wisconsin mines 
there is but one other hi operation in 
the United States. Pnlntmakers have 
been getting graphite from Mexico, 
Nova Scotia, Ceylon and Siberia. Chi¬ 
cago is now making $30,000 worth of 
machinery to go Into a South Carolina 
$t!0,000 plant. Machinery is also being 
sent to New Mexico.—Chicago Record.

As Mrs. Ilazen crossed the room 
to make her adieus she was waylaid by 
the chairman of the offending commit¬ 
tee, who accosted her thus: “Well, 
Mrs. Ilazen, Is this the liest your hus- 
band can do for us in the way of weath¬ 
er?” Mrs. Ilazen looked at him with a 
sudden flash in her eyes, then an¬ 
swered, clearly and sweetly: “Yes, Mr.

STORY OF THE FLOOD. 


COMPLETE CONFIRMATION OF 
THE MOSAIC ACCOUNT.

Fragment Discovered by Pc re Schell 

la a Babylonian Version *of the 

Deluge. Which Antedates Mom by 

Fully Seven Hundred Yean. 

Tbe announcement of Pere Schell, the 
French Assyrlologlst, who hns given so 
much time to study of the collections in 
the museum at Coustnntinople, that he 
had discovered a Babylonian account 
of the deluge much older tlinn Moses, 
was so interesting to the biblical stu¬ 
dent that we asked the discoverer for 
nn account of it. He kindly consented, 
nnd his account, the first thus far pub¬ 
lished in America, and, we think, in 
^Europe, will be of no little interest- 
j! Every biblical scholar knows that the 
•Hebrew account of the deluge, found 
iln Genesis, has been paralleled by two 
‘Babylonian accounts, one that of Bero- 
nus, a Babylonian historian, whose nar¬ 
rative has been handed down to us by 
early Greek Christian writers, and the 
other thnt fouud on Assyrian tablets 
by George Smith. Both resemble, and 
yet both differ, from the Genesis story. 
Biblical critics have differed ns to the 
age of the biblical story, the more con¬ 
servative holding that being written l>y 
Moses, it is older than his time, and 
was Incorporated by him into the Book 
of Genesis, while the newer school of 
critics was, until the discovery of the 
Tel-el-Amerna tablets, inclined to be¬ 
lieve that the story was borrowed from 
Nineveh or Babylon at the time of the 
captivity, or not long before it, at which 
time the Book of Genesis was written. 

The discovery by George Smith of a 
full poetical account of the deluge, on 
tablets in King Assurbanlpnl’s, library 
at Nineveh, was of imineuse Interest, 
but it did not assure ns of the age of 
the deluge story among the inhabitants 
of the Euphrates Valley, for it was on 
tablets written In Assurbaiilpal’s reigu, 
that Is scarce 800 years itefore Christ. 
To be sure, these were said to be copied 
from tablets In Babylonian libraries, 
but we did not know how old these 
original tablets were. Besides, the del¬ 
uge story was on the eleventh tablet 
in a long poem, compiled in twelve 
books, one for ench month. In a quite 
nrtltlclnl way, and might belong to a 
! comparatively into period of religious 
' nnd literary syncretism. The original 
! Babylonian tablets, from which the As- 
1 Syrian copies were made, were much 
desired. 

Now Pere Schell lias made the dis¬ 
covery. To be sure tho record on the 
tablet does not amount to much, It is 
such a fragmentary l>lt, hut It Is large 
enough to make It sure that the tablet 
contained the story of the deluge, and, 
most fortunately, the most Important 
part, of all Is preserved, the colophon, 
; with the date. It Is dated In the reign 
1 pf Ainml-zaduga, King of Babylon, anil 
| we know that ho reigned nliout 2140 B. 
C. That Is, we have here n precious bit 
of clay on which was written a poetical 
; story of the deluge, seven centuries be- 
| fore Moses and about the time of Isaac 
or Jacob. That Is enough to rnnke the 
discovery memorable. We learn posi¬ 
tively thnt the story of the deluge was 
familiar to the common people of Baby¬ 
lonia, and therefore of all the cast from 
Syria to Persia. 

j Prof. Snyeo has lately stated, misap¬ 
prehending Pere Schell’s oral an¬ 
nouncement, that the new text verbally 
agrees with that discovered by George 
i Smith, showing the care and accuracy 
I with which the document was pre¬ 
served from generation to generation, 

I with “no change even in the form, of a 
single word.” This is not the fact. 
Pere Schell suggests that different 
■ cities would have their different poeti- 
| cal editions of the stor}-. Thls'frng- 
. uient belongs to the story current at 
I Sippurn, where the fragment was 
J found; and we may suppose that the 
account given by Berosus was also 
I from the Sipparu edition, for Berosus 
' (ells us that Xlsutlirus (Noah), before 
! the flood, burled in Sippara the records 
j if the world's antediluvian history. 

| The cuneiform account discovered by 
; George Smith seems to have originated 
1 In the city of Suripuak; at any rate, the 
| Noah of that story came from the Sur- 
ippak. There are in that account no 
j such passages as we have In this new 
; fragment, which shows thnt we have 
j to do with another version, we do not 
, know how old, for It Is Itself a copy 
from a partly effaced original, 
j This text is in poetry. It proves that 
the poetic construction was fixed more 
\ than two thousand years before Christ. 
Each line Is divided Into two lieiu- 
istichs, ns in Hebrew poetry. Literary 
form was no unfamiliar thing in the 
time of Abraham. 

j We learn nothing more from this 
fragment than we knew before ns to 
! the origin of the deluge story. The hls- 
; tory neither of Egypt nor of Babylon 
! finds any place for an historical deluge. 

} The frngment is lnrge enough to show 
! that it Is a poem full of polytheist!* 

' nnd mythical details, of which the Gen¬ 
esis version has been thoroughly 
purged, giving us a tale purely mono¬ 
theistic, absolutely ethical nnd fit to 
! give religious Instruction to an unscien¬ 
tific people In the Infancy of civiliza¬ 
tion.—New Y’ork Independent.

Considered from the point of view of 
what grows In them—which Is, after 
all, the point of view of most people of

present everything from the wheat of 
Argentina to the pepper of Guiana, and 
! a host of things found neither in the 
1 tropics of South America, nor la tbe 


hot heart of Africa, nor elsewhere, save' 
within their own abnormal spheres. 
Beginning with the wheat nnd live 
stock and the ordinary edibles and 
utilities grown in Australia, Tasmania, 
and New Zealand, there 1s a rapid mul¬ 
tiplication of strange and unusual 
products ns the zone of output moves 
north and west The Dutch East In¬ 
dies are like the northern regions of 
South America, putting forth the best 
coffees from Jnvn thnt the coffee world 
affords, the nutmeg which flavors 
men's milk punches and women's 
baked apples, the camphor thnt cures 
wives’ headaches, the pepper, the giu- 
ger that brings tears to the eyes of tlie 
small boy nnd halm to his suffering 
midriff. From the same region como 
also the valuable teak to calk ships, 
nnu upon which much of the future 
merchant marine of the South Pacific 
is likely to depend. From Java nnd 
Sumatra, up to the Philippines nnd For¬ 
mosa, is tlie chief source of the world's 
supply of straw for hats, of ropes 
wherewith criminals are hanged or 
sails set. of mattings for floors instead 
of carpets. 

Eastward from the const is tlie home 
of the coeonnut and pineapple, nnd tlie 
bread fruit, whicli does not endure ex¬ 
porting, to say nothing of the universal 
banana. Along the shores of the far¬ 
ther tslnnds the natives nnd the Chi¬ 
nese, who from time Immemorial have 
been Invaders, gather pearl shells nnd 
the long, si I m j- snails, called bechc-de- 
mer, one of tlie most popular courses 
on the tnbh-s of the well-to-do in China. 
In choice spots among nil tlie Islands, 
spots becoming constantly loss discov¬ 
erable, tlie Oriental food-hunters find 
tlie delicate birds' nest, for which man- 
darins and financial potentntes'of the 
Mongolian kingdom pay $250 per pound 
thnt their cooks may make them soups 
from It. There nre mineral, metal, nnd 
timber resources ns yet little more ex¬ 
ploited than those in the Philippines. 
There arc possibilities of agricultural 
cultivation, which nave not been sound¬ 
ed save in (lie southern Islands, where 
John Bull lias put the aborigine beneath 
his solid foot and ventured to trans¬ 
form the semi-tropic regions into tlie 
likeness of ids home country. Tolmeeo 
Is growing richly lu most of tlie larger 
islands, nnd eotton has been tried with 
such success that tlie South Sea island 
product is a considerable factor in tlie 
cotton market price lists. Some san¬ 
guine prophets look to a time when tills 
cotton crop of the Pacific will lie n seri¬ 
ous competitor with the Southern 
States. 

A Wonderful Task. 

John Curzon, u Polish mcchnulc, who 
was presented with a gold medal for 
his invent Ions, performed a most extra¬ 
ordinary thing when lie succeeded In 
manufacturing a complete watch in tlie 
space of eight hours, and from mater¬ 
ials on which another watchmaker 
would have looked with coutempt. 

It appears that tlie Czar of Russia, 
lienrlug oi tlie marvelous Inventive 
genius of Curzon, determined to. put 
him to tlie test, and forwarded him a 
box containing a fow copper nails, some 
wood ehippiugs, a piece of broken glass, 
nn old cracked china cup, some wire, 
nnd a few ertbbage hoard pegs, with a 
request thnt lie should transform them 
into a timepiece. 

Nothing daunted, nnd perceiving a 
golden opportunity of winning fnvor at 
tlie court, Curzon set nliout Ills task 
with enthusiasm, nnd in tlie almost In¬ 
credibly short space of eight hours, had 
despatched a wonderfully constructed 
watch to the Czar, who was so sur¬ 
prised and delighted tit tlie work that 
lie scut for tlie maker, conferred upon 
him several distinctions, nnd granted \ 
him a pension. 

The case of the watch was made of 
china, wlille tlie works were simply j 
composed of the odds and ends acconi- \ 
panying the old cup. Not ouly did it 
keep good time, tint only required wind- I 
ing once every three or four days. Tills 
remarkable watch is believed to lie still j 
in the possession of the Russian family. 

Work Only When They Please. j 

Observers o' industrial conditions In j 
Mexico assert that, ns far as they have I 
noted, there is no more independent 
person In tlie world tlinn tlie Mexican ' 
laborer. Especially is tills true of the 
peon of the tropics. It would seem that 
lie works for Americans who have big 
plantations to develop more as a mat¬ 
ter of accommodation than from neces¬ 
sity. He demands a snug sum in ad¬ 
vance, too, on which to have a good 
time at tlie fiestas before he settles 
down to several months of drudgery. 
No native Indian lias to work for white 
men in the tropics in order to gain a j 
livelihood. His wants are few, ills am-: 
bition Is limited to a desire for enough ! 
to eat, a thatched hut and a little cotton : 
cloth. Tlie hut he can make for him-j 
self. There are flsli in the river nnd 
game in tlie forest There is plenty of 
unoccupied land upon which lie can 
| raise a few cereals to trade for the 
tilings he cannot produce himself. 
There is no winter to provide against, 
and, though the rainy days come often 
in summer, they only mean more rest. 

Strictly Professional. 

A characteristic story is going the 
rounds at the expense of one of Phila¬ 
delphia's most prosperous pawnbrok¬ 
ers. In common with a great many of 
his fellow townsmen he lias been suf¬ 
fering from the grip, and last week he 
felt very badly Indeed. He came to his 
place of business one morning, com¬ 
plaining that every bone in his body 
ached, and despondent in spirit “I’m 
afraid It’s all up with me,” he confided ' 
to his assistant "Nonsense,” reas¬ 
sured that young man; “you're good for 
many years yet” “I’m not so sure of.

WOMEN AS BEASTS OF BURDEN. 


In One Pecticn of Canal* They Are 

llnrncMcJ to the Plow. 

Like liie squaw of the American ln- 
dla’i. ou whom her lord mid master lays 
the task of taking tlie place of n boast 
of burdcu, the women of a colony of 
Russian settlers, who came to Canada 
a little over three years ago and located 
on the bleak prairies of the great Cana¬ 
dian northwest, nre slaves of the most 
menial kind. Not only do they take the 
places of horses In plowing, but they 
also perform other heavy work thnt in 
most sections Is reserved for lower ani¬ 
mals and "he men do the lighter work. 

Plowing both spring nnd fall Is done 
by "bees.” Tho head of the family Is¬ 
sues n call for a plow bee at his home¬ 
stead on a certain dnte. The women 
gather In large numbers. They are 
buxom-looking women and ready to 


off to meet them, raring steeplechases 

with the winds. I hare seen, nnd hope 
to live nnd see again, a pack of 'he 
slnmnng going through tlie Jungle—a 
long black arm and a suinll crumpled 
body swinging wildly from It like a 
pendulum run mad. then a suicidal 
fling, a crash In tlie covering green, nnd 
so they are gone. Tame they nre tho 
gentlest of creatures. The Mnlnys 
catch tiie young ones and bring them 
to our doors, knowing thnt buy we 
must. It Is not among the possibilities 
for a Mem to resist tlie forlorn small 
speechless thing, when it winds Its long 
arms nml fingers round Iter neck, nnd 
hides Its black wrinkled face of an old 
woman, with round unhappy eyes. In 
the softness of her morning gown. Or 
It lurches ncross tlie veranda on n pair 
of very bandy little legs, balancing It¬ 
self with oustretchcd arms. But they 
always die. They who have weathered

work. They arrive early lu the morn¬ 
ing, and are at first placed at a table 
nnd fed. The food Is coarse, but sub¬ 
stantial. At the conclusion of the meal 
preparations for the field are begun.

To tlie bonm of the plow is attached a 
long rope. Into which nre tied stout 
sticks equal to half the number of 
women in ench relief. As draught ani¬ 
mals the women go to their places, di¬ 
viding on either side of the rope, and 
the day's work Is begun.

The 
W.I...CH bend forwnrd to the yoke, the 
plowshare enters the ground, and at a 
rapid rate the first furrow Is turned 
o' For four liours ench relief works.

During working 
lipurs not a word is spoken. The wom¬ 
en are ns dumb as the animals they 
represent 

Lnst year the Canadian mounted po¬ 
lice, In order to assist the Impoverished 
settlers, gave them several small con¬ 
tracts for hay. In the execution of 
these contracts the women again played 
nn important part. Harnessed to small 
wooden sulky rakes, they could lie scon 
dnlly during the summer toiling up nud 
down the prairie meadows harvesting 
the hay. Tlie men did the loading Into 
the police wagons.

I He bends his head ln trying to avoid 
! the annoyance. The trainer ceases the 
j tapping, caresses him, then resumes 
! It till he repeats the l>ow. He Is again 
j caressed and presented with a carrot 
! or something of which he Is particular¬ 
ly fond. At last it comes about that 
he “bows” upon any movement of the 
whip toward his back. 

To teach a horse to say “No” a pin 
is fastened to the butt of the whip. A 
slight scratch Is given to the horse's! 
withers, about where the collar would 
be. At this ho shakes Ids head and 
soon learns to shake It whenever he 
sees the butt of tho whip coming near 
j his withers. 

The trainer teaches the animal “to 
kiss” by feeding him with npples from 
ills mouth, gradually lessening the size 
of tho apples till the horse does the 
trick without any, or lie puts salt, of 
which horses are very fond, on hls 
cheek, and the animal naturally licks 
It off. 

He Is taught to laugh by gently forc¬ 
ing the butt of the whip ln at the side 
of hls mouth, then prying his mouth 
open with It. Caresses and carrots fol¬ 
low, till at Inst the slightest motion of 
the butt toward Ills mouth makes him 
open it. He does not really laugh; he 
grins.—Good Words.
